Ike Gains 11 


The net result was to give Gen. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower 11 addition- 
al convention votes. 


The GOP national committee 


had temporarily seated' 11 pro-Taft 
delegates and two pro-Eisenhower 
delegates out of the 13 contested 
seats in the state's 15-man delega^ 
Liun. 


The credentials committee's de- 


cision would mean seating 13 Ei- 
senhower delegates, and two Taft 
delegates. 


The motion to seat the 13 Eisen- 


hower delegates was '"made by 
Eugene Worrell of Virginia, an 
avowed Taft supporter. 


One,of those seconding the mo- 


tion was Rep. ClarenceJ. Brown 
of Ohio, «;*>o ir one of Sen. Robert 
A. Taft'a lieutenants in the-fight 
for the Presidential nomination.

Friday. Smckgold has resigned 
his position to accept a post with 
the National Society for Cnppjed 
Children and ArtuHs. 


"To* report did not point out," 


Keaster said, "that these cases 
were referred to the division for 
investigation because fraud had al- 
ready been definitely suspected." 


Keaster said some of the cases 


cited in the report went back to 
1946 and involve small amounts of 
money. 


Stickgold's report said that fraud 


was established in three of six 
Vermillion county cases reported 
for Investigation. Then, the report 
said, an additional 35 cases were 
selected at random and fraud was 
found In 11. The report showed 
12 legal fathers were located and 
hidden incomfe or resources were 
found In eight other cases. 


Of 36 cases checked in William- 


son county, the report stated, evi- 
dence of fraud was found in 11, 
and In Macoupln county fraud was 
uncovered in nine of 32 case*, all 
of which involved th« concealment 
of bidden resource*.

Canada Carrying Seaway Bill Makes 


Congress Look Foolish 


• 
Congress seems to be able to procrastinate on many is- 


sues and get away with it. The question of statehood for 
Hawaii and Alaska is a prime example. Again on the mat- 
ter of the St. Lawrence Seaway, congressional delays have 
had the effect of avoiding decision. 


Unfortunately for congress, this is an international issue 


involving Canada-as well as the United States. And Canada, 
tired of waiting for this country to make up its mind, h?te de- 
cided to build the seaway alone. 


' .The seaway admittedly is one of the throniest issues ever 


to hit congress. It has been kicking around Capitol Hill for 
decades and lately has been coming, up for legislative con- 
sideration every year on the year. 
• 
* * 


. The important point for American interests is that by 


not taking clear action one way or the other, the congress 
has,passed the ball to the Canadians, who now have the ini- 
tiative. 
By contrast with their simple determination to go ahead 


with the project, our lawmakers' continual backing and fill- 
Ing over the seaway makes them look weak and vicillating. 


Probably they never believed the Canadians would carry 


but their threat to go it alone if we did not pitch in. They 
imagined they could enjoy indefinitely the luxury of indeci- 
sion. The'rude shock is now upon them. 


; Reports from Canada have it that the seaway will pay 


for itself. This is the testimony of experts. 


Furthermore, there are indications that when it goes into 


operation American shippers and vessels may find them- 
selves footing more of the bill than they expect. 
• • • 


This might be accomplished by charging low tolls on 


products like wheat, which the Canadians ship in volume, 
and higher tolls on motor cars and other manufactured goods 
produced in America. 


So while seaway bills gather dust on congressional 


shelves, Canadian dredges and Bulldozers will swing into ac- 
tion and Vnake the controversy on this side of the border 
largely academic. 
Congress is supposed to be the greatest national legisla- 


ture in the world. But on this issue at lerfst 1t looks as if they 
were vastly over-rating themselves and .underestimating the 
' will and the enterprising spirit of our Canadian neighbors. 


, And in that miscalculation the American lawmakers ap- 


pear rather foolish.

CHICAGO-Soon after the Inroheient rabble of delegates, alternates, 


witnesses and journalists had <infted away from the stockyards won- 
dering what had really happened and what it might mean, General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's handle! s issued a statement in his name which 
was distributed through the coo! catacombs of the fourth Estate in the 
Conrad Hilton hotel downtown. Ike was made to say that this victory 
for his team would tempt the people to hope for a rebirth of political 
honesty, courage and vision. 


The foremost stewards of this great reformation are Thomas E. 


Dewey, governor, of New York; Henry Luce, the 
Park Avenue publishing magnate; Winthrop Aldrich, 
of the Chase National bank, and Senators Lodge and 
Saltonstall. of Massachusetts; Ives of New York, and 
Morse of Oiegon, all New Deal Republicans. 


Governor Dewey and Senator Lodge had engaged 


in a public .«pat only a few days before, and on Sun- 
day night a i cport ran through the sweaty multitudes 
that Dewey, in a tantrum at choir practice in a 
smoke-filled loom at the Congress hotel, had kicked 
Lodge in the shins. 


Added to an earlier rumor that the Little Man 


Who Wasn't There in 1944 and 3048 had hit his old accomplice, Herbert 
Brownell, a poke in the snoot, this gave Dewey the makings of a repu- 
tation to rival that of Harry S. Truman, whose record to date consists 
of bloodless victories over a sedentary music-teacher who ventured the 
opinion that Margaret Truman was 
a punk singer and a generalized 
threat to beat up a secret list of 
victims on leaving the White House. 


There were expressions of regret 


that Dewey had kept his pugnacity 
so well in check in 1944 when he 
might have charged Roosevelt with 
blood-handed guilt in the death of 
3,000 
American 
servicemen 
in 


Pearl Harbor but was talked out 
of it by General George Marshall 
in the interests of military security, 
and in 1948 when he could have 
torn both Truman and Ike to tatters 


Mcnthrook fttlet 


with their joint guilt in the pre- 
paration of Ihe current Russian 
menace in Europe which compell- 
ed Ike to leave his plow in the 
furrow. 


Made blase if not 
cynical by 


varying periods of service among 
the ornaments of government in 
Washington and many county seats, 
the ink-stained wretches down be- 
low were outwardly indifferent to 
the prospect of a cleansing of the 
national morals and regilding of 
the capitol dome. The vote on the 
Louisiana contest had no such sig- 
nificance to them and the British 
delegates were equally insensitive 
to Ike's exalted expectations. After 
all, this had been only a routine, 
typical contest over a bunch of 
delegates. 


There were no knights in shining 


armor on the winning side but only 
a batch of rumpled, hateful king- 
makers with a tremendous stake 
at risk who had prevailed over a 
similar group by the dull process 
o£ a parliamentary roll-call. 


Ike's proclamation said the vote 


proved that the convention belong- 
ed to the delegates and to the peo- 
ple who elected them, a mocking 
expression touchlngly arranged by 
professionals whose impudence in 
the management of these coarse 
displays is beginning to come un- 
der inquisitive scrutiny. 


The biology and anatomy of the 


national party conventions have 
b^en questioned this week more in- 
sistently than ever before. The fact 
that a few hundred designing In- 
dividuals without the slightest ob- 
ligation to the government or the 
people have a continuing monopoly 
on the highest secular office on 
earth is beginning to emerge. 


Not to put too fine a point on the 


issue, if Taft and his adherents 
were sinister forces as charged, 
willing to slit a throat or swipe the 
panties from a sorority house to 
gain an evil end, the Dewey peo- 
ple were not perceptibly better. 
The whole gang of them were tak- 
ing on airs and taking powers to 
themselves which they had no con- 
stitutional right to do. 


Unfortunately for the myth that 


Ike's popularity, however hot, en- 
titled him to the presidency, the 
popular election of presidents ap- 
pears to have been forbidden on a 
note of alarm by the founding 
fathers for reasons which are om- 
inously present in the current has- 
sle. 


The scrap over the Texas dele- 


gation, initiated by a batch of New 
Deal Democrats papers and 
in- 


flamed by agents of 
the CIO, 


brought into question the right -of 
private organizations called ma- 
jor political parties to select the 
presidents. Both sides went to the 
law books for court decisions to 
support their contentions, but the 
more law they produced in frantic 
pages -in the daily press, paid for 


by parties unknown, the-plainer it 
was even to the ignorant! that this 
system had stolen from the states 
and delivered to these 
private 


clubs the power to select just two 
men in each election. 


The Constitution had reserved 


the duty of electing presidents to 
the individual sovereign states and 
nothing could have been more re- 
volting to the founding fathers 
than the spectacle of sweaty, be- 
wildered, strangers wearing gaudy 
badges and flaunting stupid slo- 
gans on picket-cards as acolytes in 
a pagan perversion of the solemn 
rite which gave us Washington to 
start with. 


The downward steps which led 


the republic to the present degra- 
dation are lost or only dimly to be 
seen in the descent from the ideal 
to the' Republican convention of 
1952. 
But certainly these revolt- 


ing if genial disorders must soon 
run their course and give way to 
something better—or worse.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Diagnosis and Confinement 
Important in Polio Control 


Last year I joined the ranks of 


those who have had a child strick- 
en with polio. Probabfy no one who 
has not gone through this harrow 
ing experience can fully realize the 
mental anguish which is involved. 


Even so, the blind fear which 


afflicts so many parents^'during 
times when polio becomes com- 
paratively 
common .should 
be 


avoided, since it does no good. 


Although polio can and does 


cause deaths and severe crippling, 
the chances that it will not are 
pretty good. It is now regarded as 
a disease in which only one in 100 
—in some cases even less—of 
those infected become paralyzed. 
In many of these, the illness is so 
slight that a diagnosis of polio is 
not even made. 
* 


Another bright side to the pic 


lure is that only half of those in 
whom the diagnosis can be made 
suffer any permanent paralysis, 
ind even in many of those who do, 
the paralysis is of a minor nature, 
and recovery can go a long way. 


But it is a terrible disease. 


What then can be done to prevent 
t? 


Polio is now known to be caused 


>y a virus, of, which there are 
several known varieties or strains. 
This virus is present in the dis- 
charges from the nose and throat, 
and in the intestinal waste of 
hose who have the disease, and 
o1. others who' are so slightly sick 
hat a diagnosis of polio cannot 
even be made. 


These and other known facts 


bring polio into the class of \;on-, 
agious diseases, or diseases which 
are spread from person to person. 


It is felt that close association 


vith infected persons accounts for 
he great majority of cases, but 
since many of these do not have 
active signs of disease, prevention 
of the spread of the virus is still 
exceedingly difficult. 


At present, the most important 


measures in the control of polio 
re to make early diagnosis of the 
disease and to hospitalize those 
nho are affected. 
KEEP FLIES FROM FOOD 


In the presence of excessive po- 


io in a community, children should 
be protected so far as possible 
gainst unnecessary contact with 
ther than their usua'l associates, 
'eeping flies away from food also 
cems to be advisable. 
With some exceptions, it does 


not seem to be of much value to 


close schools, nor to 'delay their 
opening. 


Until methods of immunizing 


have been developed (and devel- 
opment of a preventive vaccine 
may not be far off), generally 
sensible methods are about all tha 
can be used. 


However, as pointel out in the 


beginning of this 
column, the 


chances of escaping the crippling 
effects of polio are good.

eum. It couldn't, the mayor ex 
plains, with all the legal entangle- 
ments that at present surround it. 


Glad To Help 


The council, in 1949. told the as- 


sociation members that it would 
b« glad to help improve the ceme- 
tery building if it could. 


Study, however, showed that the 


commissioners would just be tak- 
ing on an extra burden—one that 
really belongs to the crypt owners 
or stockholders in the association— 
if they took over the mausoleum. 
And, for that reason, they did noth- 
ing more on the situation. 


As City Atty. Gerald Jones ex- 


plains, the death of the trustees 
and the failure of the crypl owners 
to elect their successors, has left 
the association handicapped." 


Mu»t Get Approval 


Before the city could take pos- 


session of the building, it would 
have to get the approval of the 
crypt owners, the records and the 
money that was to be used for 
the building's upkeep, 
none of 


which they have received. 


"I understand," the mayor said 


last night," that there is a move- 
ment to get the living heirs of the 
association together to raise an 
•ndowmcnt fund to eliminate the 
legal entanglements involved." If 
this were done, the mayor indica- 
ed, the city "could consider" tak- 
ng over the mausoleum.

And the space fo 
maneuver has narrowed to a thin 
edge.

itics. 


Story of Strategy 


The story behind it is a stor 


ot months, and in fact years, o 
political strategy, counter-maneuv 
er—and accident. 


A week ago at this lime, some 


if not all of Eisenhower's backers 
were far from cheerful about his 
chances of winning the Republican 
presidential nomination. 


They were bucking a long and 


well-planned Taft campaign that 
started months before Eisenhower 
officially entered the race. A ma- 
jority of Republican national com- 
mitteemen and committeewomen 
were staunchly behind the senator. 
He had a firm grip on large chunks 
ot the party organization. His top 
men had been operating effectively 
in the field. 


And all of this had been trans- 


lated, through the veins and arter- 
ies of party organization, into dele- 
gates-convention votes for Taft. 


Hammer Theme 


To counter it, Eisenhower's lieu- 


tenants were hammering hard at 
the "Taft-can't-win" theme. 
It 


went out in countless thousands of 
messages, verbal and written, to 
delegates, potential delegates and 
plain voters all over the country. 
Taft still says, "It's the only argu- 
ment they have against me." 


His counter contentions, natur- 


ally, also were deluging the voters 
throughout the land. And both 
sides urged people to write their 
representatives, telling them how 
to vote and whom to support. 


Then, on May 27, the Texas state 


convention took place at Mineral 
Wells. That issue is being fought 
out now in this convention. It is a 
pivotal point In the whole battle 
over delegates. 


Eisenhower's aides also were 


concentrating heavily on states like 
California, 
Pennsylvania, 
Michi- 


gan, 
Minnesota and Maryland 


where the majority of delegates 
are either backing "favorite sons" 
or are uncommitted. 


That was the situation as of a 


week ago. 


Help Ike 


Two things happened then, and 


ihey both helped Eisenhower's po- 
sition. One was the national com- 
mittee decision to ban televfsion 
cameras, newsreels and micro* 
phones from the scene of the con- 
tests on delegate seating. The oth- 
er was the GOP governor's resolu- 
tion on a critical convention rule. 


Taft says he previously advised 


the committee he had no objection 
to televising the hearings. 


But 
the Eisenhower camp 


claimed a Taft-dominated national 
committee voted out the cameras. 
During the arguments on that 
question, Eisenhower committee- 
men asked the other side: "What 
are you afraid of? What have 
>ou got to hide?" 


Some of the delegates, when they 


began arriving in Chicago a few 
days later, were wondering, them- 
selves, so they say. And some 
were annoyed because they had 
not been able to watch the hear- 
ings. 


Admits Good Job 


One of Tail's top aides says 


now: "They (the Eisenhower peo- 
ple) have done a good job of capi- 
talizing on this." 


Eisenhower's advisers noted last 


Isovember that the governor's con- 
ference in Houston would coincide 
with the meetings of the national 
commitlee here. 


Most of the 25 governors favor 


E i s e n h o w e r . A resolution was 
planned in November to be mainly 
on the theme of "ethics in the 
party." as Gove. Dan Thornton of 
Colorado describes it now. 


But with a red-hot fight develop- 


ing in Chicago, Thornton says, the 
icsolution 
that came out 
was 


pegged to the specific issue of del- 
egate contests. Carrying all the 
weight of 23 governors—and two 


later to make it unanimous—i 
urged the national committee to 
accept the Eisenhower position, as 
against Taft's. 


Had Great fciiect 


Thornton says he personally per 


suaded Gov. J. Bracken Lee of 
Utah—a Taft backer—to sign the 
icsolution. 


It hit the Taft headquarters like 


a ton of bricks and doubtless had 
a heavy impact on many of the 
delegates. 


These were the principal maneu- 


vers in the duel between the top 
men in the two camps. They are 
back of the strife on the conven- 
tion floor today. 


The result may well determine

Claims Conventions Glared 
For Days of Horse and Buggy 


CHICAGO—(NBA)—If there is any more inconvenient 


and cumbersome way to nominate a presidential candi- 
date than the system now in use, ndbody has thought out 
the details. 


The conventions are held in the hottest month of the 


year. The ordeal itself is so great that politics and poli- 
ticians go into the doldrums during the dog days that fol- 
low to recover. The .campaign then emerges again in Sep- 
tember and runs hot and heavy for two months till election 
day. 


While this slow-motion schedule may have been suited 


for the horse-and-buggy days, in this era of fast press 
wires, high-speed printing, radio and television, it's out- 
moded. Conventions in cooler September, followed im- 
mediately by an intensified campaign, might be ,less pain- 
less, and a lot cheaper for all concerned. 


Staging the conventions in July always catches con- 


" gress in an awful jam. Important legislation left for the 


last minute is rushed through in midnight and all-night 
sessions. Th^n the congressmen themselves rush off to 
the conventions, and it's necessary to wait till they're orer 
to find out what congress did. 
» 


That happened in 1948. It is happening again in 1952. 
Tin-horn convention demonstrations have been criti- 


cized for years as government by circus instead of calm 
and serious deliberation. The old saw that, "The people 
may elect the president, but'the political bosses pick him," 
is still too true. 
* 


Only 15 states have primaries for the election of con- 


vention delegates. Three of them—Illinois, Minnesota and 
New York—elect only district delegates in primaries, leav- 
ing the delegates-at-large for control of the bosses. 


Illinois Sen. Paul Douglas* proposal for presidential 


primaries in all the states is a first step toward the reform 
of this system. It would give the people more of a voice 
In picking presidential candidates, instead of leaving it to 
professional politicians.

The Douglas'bill may have one drawback in proposing 


that these primaries be paid for by the federal treasury 
at 20 cents for each- vote cast. This has been approved 
by the senate rules committee. But it has little chance of 
passage this year, and wouldn't be effective before 1956 if 
it is passed before then.

Meantime, the hot-cha conventions lumber on, as out- 


of-date as the electoral college, but still just as much of 
a controlling factor in American politics. 


This year's programs are\being scheduled more like 


variety and quiz shows, soap operas and grade-B westerns 
for the television audience than for trying to get their job 
done efficiently . But it's good entertainment. Anybody 
who misses it j? crazy.

Relaxed Jaft Can Still Hurt Demos 


Democrats who have been figuring Robert A. Taft ia 


their easiest opponent to beat may be in for a surprise. 
Up to a week ago, Taft was irritable, blew his top repeat- 
edly and put his-foot in his mouth almost as often as Harry 
Truman. 


On television shows, radio debates and in his speeches 


and press conferences he was quarrelsome and annoying. 


This showed up particularly in his American Forum of 


the Air appearance with Sen. Estes Kefauver. Kefauver 
kept cool. Taft repeatedly lost his temper and he refused 
to answer.questions from the floor as a condition to going 
on the show. 


Since that time Taft has relaxed. He has still kept . 


up his fighting campaign, carrying on the give-em-hell 
technique used so effectively by Harry Truman in 1918. 
Taft is'apparently learning or-trying to do this with a 
laugh, again like Truman, instead of always being so cross 
about everything. 


The politician who is-against something usually ha? the 


advantage over an opponent who is on the defensive. Car- 
rying on a campaign of criticism of the Truman adminis- 
tration, so vulnerable on so many points, Senator Taft 
would be no push-over.

come a political propagandist. Washington officials have 
recently been getting a fat envelope from her address, 
and wfth her name written on the back flap by hand. In 
the envelope is a reprint of the American Mercury's re- 
cent highly critical article on Dean Acheson. 


Wisconsin Senate Ring Crowded 


Leonard J. Schmitt, Merrill, Wis., lawyer, has now defi- 


nitely thrown his hat in the ring as a rix-al of Joe McCar- 
thy, Republican candidate for ra-election to the senate 
from Wisconsin. 


This makes six candidates for this hottest senate pri- 


mary race in the country. The others are Perry J. Stearns, 
Milwaukee attorney, who has tried three times before to 
get the senate nomination; State Sen. Chester Dempsey, 
Edward J. Yockey of Milwaukee and Andrew Jacobson of 
Kenosha. 


While Senator McCarthy has the advantage of having 


his Republican opposition split five ways, the main con- 
test will be between Schmitt and McCarthy. 


Schmitt launched his campaign with an attack on 10

The new bill requires 
both husband and wife to earn 
the family living costs. If they di-

Present law requires the state to 
care for men physically unable to 
earn a living. 


The new bill restricts the right 


of the husband' to name children 
and select their schools.

One point the new bill doesn't 


answer is what happens if the hus- 
band and wife can't agree. 


Doweries for young brides also 


are eliminated under the new bill.

that 42 oil companies and drilling 
contractors are financing a two 
million dollar research project by 
scientists of Battelle memorial in- 
stitute. 


In their two-year search for new- 


er and cheaper methods, the scien 
lists are considering such things 
as rockets, supersonic sound waves 
and electric arcs. 


Drilling Costs Up 


Drilling costs are up about three 


and a half times over 1937, Hum- 
ble Oil and Refining Co. reports. 


Freeport Sulphur Co. says it 


costs about $17 a foot to drill holes 
in search of sulphur. It spent $800.- 
000 last year in 20 exploratory 
wells along the Louisiana marshes, 
where difficult terrain calls for 
drilling rigs costing a quarter mil- 
lion dollars each. It sometimes 
takes as many as 20 wells to out- 
line a deposit of sulphur.

Costs are increasing 
year by year, a group of them re- 
port in the Oil and Gas Journal's 
annual drilling survey. Last year, 
they add. the margin of profit was 
2.8 per cent of what they took in 
rom the oil companies.
